MACON DISORDERS 
PROVIDE PRELUDE 
10 COTTON STRIKE 


Score of Strikers Under 
Arrest and Several Mi- 
nor Casualties: Reported 
as Mills Are Closed. 


MACON, Ga., Aug. 31.— ) — The 
Macon mill district enacted a disur- 
derly prelude to the general strike 
called for Saturday ‘night by the 
United Textile Workers and then 
closed down all plants today for the 
Labor Day holiday with more than a 
score of strikers under arrest and sev- 
eral minor casualties reported. 

Most of the day was marked by 
disturbances and shortly before the 
Payne mill of the Bibb Manufactur- 
ing Company began its koliday this 
afternoon a group of from 40 to 50 
picketers, many of them women, 
crowded onto railroad tracks at the 
plant and delayed movement of a 
switch train for more than an hour. 

Sit on Rails. 

The pickets sat on the rails and 
refused to move out of the way of 
the switch engine, which sought to 
move several cars of finished products 
from the mill. County officers were 
forced to take some of the pickets 
forcibly from the path of the train 
before it accomplished its purpose. 

It was at the Payne mill yesterday 
that pickets clashed with workers at- 
tempting to enter the gates and a 
woman was allegedly struck on the 
arm with’ a blackjack. As _ shifts 
changed there early this morning 
strikers around the gates called taunts 
at the 50-odd workers who went to 
their places. 

A scuffle occurred at the Bibb No. 
2 plant when a group of strikers 
blocked non-sympathizers from enter- 
ing, but police quickly -quelled the 
disorder. A heavy guard was main- 
tained at all mills this afternoon un- 
til after the pay-off of workers.

Wedell Tiny Ship From 
Burbank to Cleveland in 
9 Hours, 26 Minutes. 


CLEVELAND. Aug. 31.—(4)— 
Flying part of the time at a speed 
of 270 miles an hour, Douglas Davis, 
of Atlanta, Ga., today won the trans- 
continental race from Burbank, Cal., 
to Cleveland, feature even“ of ‘he 
opening program of the 1934 national 


air races. 

But despite his speed. Davis fell 
short of the Los Angeles to Cleve- 
land record set by Jimmy Haizlip 
in 1932. Davis took 9 hours 26 min- 
utes and 41 seconds for the trip from 
Burbank. Haiszlip made the flight 
from Los Angeles in 8 hours 19 min- 
utes and 46 seconds. 

Two other fliers competed iv to- 


day's cross-country dash, Lee Gel- 
bach, of New York, and John Worth- 
ern, of Pine Bluff, Ark. The latter 
arrived at the Cleveland airport 
nearly 45 minutes after the Atlanta 
flyer, and Gelbach landed so late his 
time was not computed. 
30,000 See Finish. 

Air race officials said 30,000 per- 
sons were in the grand stand to- 
day as Davis sped across the goal 
line to receive personal congratula- 
tions from Mary Pickford, of the 
movies, and the plaudits of the 
crowd. The Atlanta flyer also will 
receive a $4,500 cash award and the 
Vincent Bendix trophy. 

Davis made just two stops on his. 
cross-country flight, both to refuel. 
The first was at Goodland. Kan., the 
second at Lansing, III. He flew. a 
black and red, low*wing monoplane. 

Storms increased his flying time, 
the winner said on his arrival, and 
his plane, streaked with oil, gave evi- 
dence of a difficult battle. 

„1 thought l was going to crack 
up sure at Goodland,” he said. “A 
cross current caught the ship and 1 
went up and down for a few minutes 
like an elevator.” 

Davis flew the same plane in which 
the late James Wedel! established the 
world’s land plane speed record of 
305.33 miles per hour last year at 
Chicago. It carried 450 horsepower. 

Other Events. 

Numerous other racing events, and 
dozens of thrilling aeronautical tricks, 
entertained the opening day air races 
crowd. 

In- one event, Roy Minor, of Holly- 
wood, Cal., sent his mystery plane, 
the “Miss Los Angeles,” at a speed 
of 256.529 miles an hour, with the 
wind at his back, and averaged 
243.145 for two directions. 

Lee Miles, of San Bernardino, Cal., 
did one down-wind lap at a speed of 
255.747 miles an hour, and averaged 
248.913 for two directions. 

Army, navy and marine planes also 
demonstrated a series of thrilling 
military maneuvers, and one of the 
army planes provided the first crack- 
up of this year’s program. Arriving

DRY LAW REPEAL 


‘ 


Vigorous Drive To Stamp 
Out Crime Also De- 
manded by Body. 


Repeal by legislative vote of the 
state “bone dry” law and a vigorous 
drive to diminish crime by severe 
sentences were outstanding among the 
presentments of the July-August Ful- 
ton county grand jury, which sub- 
mitted its recommendations to Judge 
Virlgn B. Moore Friday. 

Expr sing shock at the serious- 
ness of the crime situation, the grand 
jury called upon trial juries and the 
courts to “deal with an iron hand 
in the shing of this menace to so- 
ciety and, good government,” and de- 
manded ay: rea penalty in murder 
cases 

“We believe the only way to awe 
and strike terror to the criminal is 
to give speedy, and drastic punish- 
ment.” the crime clause reads. “We 
therefore recommend for the highway- 
man, the bandit of any kind. and any 
other criminal who cows his victim 
at the point of a pistol, the maximum 
penalty provided by law.” 7 

Referring to the proposed direct re- 
peal of prohibition, the grand jury 
sets forth that such action would pre- 
vent the expense of a state-wide elec- 
tion, and sare time in the settle- 
ment of the question:

After Slaying Young Banker 


Note Left by Former Georgia School Teacher 
Professes Love for Victim and Assigns 
No Motive for Act. 


(P)—A young woman of 29, described 
as a “very pretty girl” and identified 
as a minister’s daughter, walked into 
the Hamblen National bank today, 
fatally wounded the president, Jesse 
C. Shelton, 35. and then shot herself 
dead in his private office. 

Shelton, who was unmarried, died 
within less than an hour, refusing to 
name his assailant. A note found in 
the girl's purse indicated a thwarted 
love affair was the cause of the 
double tragedy. She had told friends 
several years ago that she and Shel- 
ton were engaged. 

The dashing brunette had registered 
at the Kingmeper hotel here Monday 
as Miss Mary Sam Bruce, of Nash- 
ville, but the note in her handbag 
gave her address as Lebanon, Tenn., 
and asked that her father, the Rev, 
W. J. Bruce, a Presbyterian minister, 
be notitied “tactfully.” 

“I loved Jess better than life,” the 
note read. “He was fine and honor- 
able in every respect, but life to me 
is meaningless without him. Please 
notify my father, Rev. W. J. Bruce, 
Lebanon, by telegram. Will you do it 
tactfully?” 

Mayor J. E. Burke telephoned word 
of the tragedy to the mayor of Leban- 
on, who informed the family. The 
minister was too ill to make any 
statement. His daughter, a school 
teacher, left a few days ago on a va- 
cation and the family did not know 
her whereabouts. An undertaking

P. T. Love, cashier of the bank, 
was waiting on two or three cus- 
tomers at his desk and Mr. Shelton 
was engaged in conversation with one 
just prior to the shooting. He left 
the group to go to his private office 
and had hardly arrived there before 
two shots “about a half a minute 
apart,” as Mr. Love described it, were 
heard. 

A young woman, wearing à black 
dress and white sweater, had gone 
into the president’s office just a 
very few minutes’ before, Mr.. Love 
said. He described her as “a very 
pretty girl and a very decided bru- 
nette.“ : 

“I saw Mr. Shelton walk out of his 
office, clutching his breast,“ said W. 
S. Holloway, principal of the junior 
high school. Then 1 heard another 
shot in the office.” 

“I'm shot,” Mayor Burke quoted 
the banker as saying. “Get a doctor.” 

Dr. R. A. Purvis was called and as 
he prepared to move the dying man to 
a hospital, he asked who shot him. 

“A girl,” was the reply. When the 
physician asked “what girl?” Shelton 
said, “it doesn't make any difference.” 

Mayor Burke said that the young 
woman waited in the president's pri- 
vate office because the banker was 
busy at the time of her arrival.

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Ill SALES GAN 
IN SIXTH DISTR 


Department Steres Show 
Increase of 30.2 Per Cent 
for First Six Months. 


Department store sales in Atlanta 
for the first seven months of the year 
showed an increase of 30.2 per cent 
over the same period of last year. 
according to figures released Friday 
by the sixth district federal reserve 
bank in its monthly summary of busi- 
ness conditions. 

The month of July, although show- 
ing a decline from the volume of the 
month befors, was 19.5 per cent high- 
er than July of ‘ast year. The de- 
cline, according to the report, was 
due to seasonal influences. 

A gain of 18.8 per cent was noted 
for the entire sixth district in the 
department store retail sales. 

Another sign of prosperity and of 
increased purchasing power was shown 
in the report of commercial failures. 
Only 264 failures were listed for the 
first six months of 1934, as compared 
with 726 for the first six months of 
1933 for the district. ae 

Although an increase in the building 
permits issued was revealed the value 
of the property involved showed a 
decrease in July, 1934, compared with 
July, 1933. Two hundred and twenty- 
seven permits were issued in July, 
1934, as compared with 167 for July, 
1933. The value was 20.3 per cent 
less this year than last. 

All six states, Georgia, Alabama, 
Florida, Tennessee, Louisiana and 
Mississippi, will have larger crops of 
white potatoes and all except Georgia 
are expected to produce more sweet 
potatoes than in 1933. Georgia also 
showed a decline in the production of 
peaches while the other states showed 


an increase. 

The first estimate of cotton crop 
for 1934 by the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, based on condi- 
tions on August 1. indicate a crop of 
9.195.000 bales, a reduction of 29.5 
per cent compared with 1933. The 
crop for this year, with the exception 
of 1921. will be the smallest since 
1896 because of the unusually hot and 
dry weather in the western part of 


the district.

‘BY AMERICAN BAR 


Arthur G. Powell, Atlan- 
ta, Is Elected to Vice 
President's Post.

MILWAUKEE, Aug. 31.—(?)— 
The American Bar Association today 
closed its fifty-seventh annual con- 
ven tion with an assault on one phase 
of the New Deal. : 

Without spposition the convention 
followed routine of previous years, ac- 


cepted the nominations offered by its 
general council, suspended all rules 
and unanimously elected Scott M. 
Loftin, of Jacksonville, Fla., president. 
All other nominees also were unani- 
mously voted into office. 

Loftin, corporation lawyer and legal 
head of the vast Flagler holdings, the 
largest combination of interests under 
single management in Florida, was a 
e vice president of the associa- 
ion. 

Arthur G. Powell, prominent At- 
lanta attorney, was elected as one of 
the association’s vice presidents. 

A parting shot at the Washington 
administration program came in the 
form of acceptance of a committee 
report on the securities act of 1933. 

The report declared the act “rides 
roughshod over légal principles” and 
“imposes drastic liabilities, in essence 
in terrorem, which are regarded by 
those made subject to them as unfair 
and unjustified.” 

This action followed on the heels 
of a decision to investigate the effects 
of the New Deal. The incoming pres- 
ident was instructed to name a com- 
mittee to investigate and submit a re- 
port at the next convention. 

Legislative Trend Hit. 

The resolution calling for the in- 
quiry asserted there has been “rapid 
development in recent months of novel 
legislation and governmental trends” 
which affect “the rights and liberties 
of the Americar citizens and our con- 
stitutional form of government.” 

Attacks or the New Deal and de- 
fense of administration policies dur- 
ing the assembly somewhat overshad- 
owed demands that the association 
be cleaned of dishonest practitioners 
and that a relentless war on crime 
be waged. The retiring president,

Cheering the governor at every sen- 
tence of his campaign address in the 
city auditorium here tonight, the great- 
est crowd this city has seen since last 
fall, when President Roosevelt spoke 
at the city’s bi-certennial celebretion 
left no doubt in the minds of the gov- 
ernor and his friends but that he will 
receive a handsome majority in this 
county on election day and“ will arry 
every county in the first congressional 
dist riet. 

The auditorium, which seats 4,500 
persons, was packed and 
aisles were filled with people on ex- 
tra. chairs and hundreds lined. the 
walls. Outside, in the city park, the 
overflow crowd estimated at several 
thousand additional, heard the ad- 
dress through loud speakers. 

Long before the governor arrived at 
the auditorium every seat was filled 
and standing room was at a premium. 
A special detail of 50 Savannah police- 
men and a similar number of firemen 
were on hand to handle the crowd. 

It was the first campaign speech 
the governor has ever made in Sa- 
vannah. In his previous campaigns 
he has visited Chatham county but 
never before has he spoken here. 

Broadcast Over Radio. 

The chief executive’s speech was 
broadcast over Radio Station WTOC, 
which an hour earlier the governor 
had formally dedicated. The station 
has just increased its power from 100 
to 1,000 watts. In thousands of homes 
and in scores of public places groups 
of people who had been unable to/gain 
points of vantage at the auditorium 
or in the park heard the speech.

BAR BACKS ANTI-CRIME LAW. 


The unanimous action taken by 
the delegates to the annual con- 
vention of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation in adopting a five-point pro- 
gram for a nation-wide offensive on 
crime is particularly impressive in 
view of the reforms the association 
pledges itself to seek in legal pro- 
cedure. 

The members of the bar should 
be the outstanding leaders in any 
sustained and comprehensive pro- 
gram for legal reforms. While the 
leading members of the American 
Bar Association have for many 


years urged that the organization 


lend its full weight to the correc- 


„„ 


tion of the evils in court procedure 
which have made the conviction of 
known: criminals increasingly diffi- 
cult, no such wholehearted co-oper- 
ation has been forthcoming. | 

The program adopted by the as- 
sociation will, if its objectives are 
attained, revolutionize American 
methods of prosecuting those ac- 
cused of crime; bring a new atti- 
tude on the part of the public to- 
ward those charged wtih violating 
the law, and cleanse the bar of ele- 
ments who have in past years re- 
tarded rather than expedited the ad- 
ministration of justice. 

Legal procedure in many states 
ow gives improper opportunity for 
a cfiminal to escape just punish- 
ment. Through appeal to the mul- 
titudinous technicalities with which 
legal procedure is now cluttered up, 
guilty men, with the assistance of 
unscrupulous lawyers, can keep 
their cases hanging until witnesses 
have disappeared and juries are 
disgusted. In many instances, guilty 
men are able through such meth- 
ods to escape punishment for crimes 
of which they are clearly guilty. 

Several states have speeded up 
legal procedure through wise re- 
writing of the laws controlling the 
conduct of their courts, but in most 
of the states a conviction is still 


merely the start of a guilty man’s 
“fight to escape punishment. Only 


a few months ago in a southern 
state a negro was sentenced to hang 
for the fourth time for a crime 
committed three years ago, his case 
having been kept in the courts by 
appeals which kept it going back 
and forward from trial courts to the 
supreme court for this length of 
time. 

There are no such intricacies and 
technicalities in English law, and 
yet the courts of the British Em- 
pire are noted for the justice of 
their decisions and the rapidity with 
which they are rendered. An Eng- 
lish lawyer who would attempt to 
save his client from his just de- 
Serts by recourse to such efforts 
would soon find himself haled be- 
Bore the court. . 

There is no more reason why 
the courts of America cannot func- 


tion in the same manner. The prime

purpose of a court is for the pun- 
ishment of those guilty of breaking 
the law, but in many American 
courts this purpose is largely nulli- 
fied by the opportunities afforded 
faw-breakers to escape paying the 
penalty for their offenses against 


For this situation inefficient court 
procedure is not solely responsible. 
The mistaken attitude of the public 
toward kmown criminals and the 
willingness Of unscrupulous. laws 
vers to attempt to secure the free- 
dom of their clients through ap- 
peal to technicalities also play a 
major part in making it difficult for 
law enforcement agencies to put 
criminals behind the bars and keep 
them there. 

The program adopted by the bar 
association is aimed chiefly at these 
three evils. If it is successfully put 
through, crime will have lost its 
chief safeguard. 

The action of the American Bar 
Association is In line with that taken 
by the Georgia Bar Association at 
its annual conventions during re- 
cent years, and by the Atlanta Bar 


try in the number and size of con- 
ventions entertained each year. It 
has, at one time or another, been 
the host to the annual meeting of 
practically every large association-in 
the United States. 

The city cannot expect to main- 
tain its high position in this re- 
spect with the present dilapidated 
and inadequate auditorium. Every 
city of equal size in the country 
offers a better meeting place for 
large gatherings, and even such 
smaller cities as Chattanooga and 
Macon have within recent years 
erected modern and commodious 
auditoriums. 

The greatest handicap faced by 
the Atlanta convention bureau in 
the past in securing large conven- 
tions for the city has been the lack 
of a proper auditorium. The time 
has come when it will be no longer 
possible to overcome this handicap. 
The Baptist World Alliance comes 
to Atlanta for its next session and 
unless a new auditorium is built be- 
fore that time there will be no ade- 
quate place in which these dele- 
gates from every section of the 
world can assemble. The same will 
be true with other large conventions 
that may be secured. 

Conventions have added millions 
of dollars to the money in circu- 
lation in Atlanta—new money that 
benefits every business and every 
person in the community. Not only 
is a new auditorium a vitally needed 
civic asset in order that convention 
delegates may comfortably and ef- 
ficiently assemble, but, from a fi- 
nancial viewpoint, is the best in- 
vestment the city could make.

hospitalization and operation and 
several days of discomfort or pain— 
and still do in communities where thé 
doctors are a shade too conservative 
in their attitude toward these new- 
fangled methods promoted by lowlife 
health column conductors. 

I spoke here a few weeks ago about 
the book recently published by Dr. 
Thomas F. McNamara, Rochester, N. 
Y., on “Injection Treatment of In- 
ternal Hemorrhoids.” This book is for 
physicians and admirably describes 
the simple technic of the injection 
treatment. 

_Personally I have never in my life 
given such treatment. So I’m just 
telling the public and any doctors who 
care to listen in about the modern 
method. Doctors who wish to learn 
the technic of the method may get 
Dr. MeNamara's book they can't 
learn it from me, obviously. 

Nor have I ever given injection 
treatment for hernia. So I am scarcely 
qualified to instruct a physician in 
the technic of ambulant treatment for 
hernia. I happen to know the simple 
formula of the medicine some of the 
most competent physician-surgeons 
use in this treatment. Nothing secret 
about it, and it costs only a few cents 
for enough t. treat a dozen patients. 
I am glad, of course, to give the form- 
ula to any physician-surgeon, that is, 
a Doctor of Medicine in good profes- 
sional standing, but I decline to give 
this or any other information to any 
other. I believe, however, that know- 
ing how to mix the simple medicine 
used for the ambulant treatment of 
hernia (rupture, breech) doesn’t qual- 
ify the physician-surgeon to attempt 
treatment. I believe no one is quali- 
fied to ire such treatment until he 
has had special instruction in the 
technic under physician-surgeon who 
is master of the method—actual clin- 
ical instructon, of course. 

Many of the large industrial or 
commercial corporations are giving 
the ambulant methods preference 
whenever possible in the treatment of 
employes, for the economy in working 
time or time off duty and also the 
economy in the way of hospital ex- 
penses. 

Perhaps the correspondent quoted 
at the opening cf today’s harangue 
could have had free hospital care, 
being a veteran. But he happexed to 
have a family he seems to like to live 
with, and a job he apparently wants 
to hang on to. So he passed up the op- 
portrnity for a loaf in the hospital. 
Had the piles cured as effectively as 
any operation could cure them and 
kept right at the business of living. 
It is not to the credit of American 
medicine that the political highbinders

Marsh Hen, Dove 
Hunting Seasons 


Will Open Today 


Georgia hunters will get their first 
shooting of the season today on the 
opening of the annual season for 
marsh hens and doves. 

The season for marsh hens extends 
from September 1 to November 30. 
Doves may be killed from September 
1 to September 30 and from Novem- 
ber 20 to January 31. 

The bag limit on marsh hens is 25 
daily and for doves 25 daily, al- 
though the federal game laws set a 
limit of 18. 

State Game and Fish Commissioner 
Zach D. Cravey addressed an open 
communication to all hunters to stay 
within the bag limits. 

“We want to see more game in 
Georgia,” he said, “so that the sport 
of our fathers may be kept for us 
and the generations of hunters to fol- 
low. There is one way to keep our 
game and that is to protect the brood 
stock. 

“None of us like to hunt with the 
man that kills the last bird in the 
covey. Killing the hen turkey and 
the female deer is anether thing at 
which we revolt. True conservation- 
minded men condemn these practices 
and I am calling on you to help me 
stamp them out.”

“I submit that, in the first place, 
there is no authority for any federal 
agency to say whether a strike is jus- 
tifiable or not, and that if there were, 
it would be impossible for any branch 
of the government to reach a fair 
decision concerning the merits of 
such a complicated issue without full 
time for a careful study, and I 
should certainly doubt the propriety 
of any agency passing upon such 4 

problem as a personal | matter and

Workers 
employers of New England’s 150,000 
cotton workers were generally agreed 
tonight that they would open for busi⸗ 
ness as usual next Tuesday morning 
and let events take their course.

Although Joseph A. Sylvia, a 
organizer for New England, was at 
headquarters, the issuance of any 
statement of strike plans awaited the 
arrival from Washington of Horace 
A. Rivicre, of Manchester, N. H., 
fourth vice president of the union. 

Sylvia did, however, issue a warn- 
ing to all local unions that a purport- 
ed Boston detective agency had of- 
fered to Rhode Island mill owners the 
services of experienced textile work- 
ers, guards and operatives. 

“Our locals,” said Sylvia, “have 
been advised to conduct a militant. 
but orderly strike. This un-American

With the Labor Day recess in the 
offing and a big textile strike loom- 


ing, traders withdrew to the sidelines. 
One of the dullest months in the mem- 
ory of the present generation in Wall 
Street came to an end appropriately 
in an almost motionless stock market. 

Renewed pressure on United States 
government bonds and a further de- 
¢line in the British pound, which fell 
below $5 on a drop of more than 2 
cents, diverted attention from stocks 
and commodities. 

Fairly heavy selling of government 
securities was attributed in part to 
apprehensions that the present unset- 
tlement in the foreign exchange mar- 
ket, resulting from the decline in 
sterling, might complicate the task 
the treasury is facing in its forth- 
coming $1,700,000,000 financing. 

There was not much liquidation in 
corporate bonds, however. 


Rallying power in stocks was 
feeble despite four sessions of slow 
decline. The Standard Statistics Com- 
pany average for 90 stocks dipped one- 
tenth of a point to 72.6. Volume 
shrank to 400,190 shares compared 
with 649,410 yesterday. 

Metal shares picked up small gains 
as speculators watched the rise in the 
open market price for gold in Lon- 
~~ don, The metal attained à record 

price of 140 shillings 11 1-2 pence an 
“ounce. 

Bulls on the metals saw a chance 
for renewal of inflationary agitation 
in the United States in the decline of 
sterling, which has fallen about 11 
cents in the last week.

pickets and urged them to use “peace- 
ful persuasion.” He told workers they 
had no right to use force to prevent 
non-sympathizers from entering the 
mill but that they could try to per- 
suade them by oral argument. 

Gay warned against violence and 
charged mill executives might “plant” 
men to create disorders which would 
be blamed on the union, adding, 
“The company is taking out warrants 
trying to break you. Just as long as 
you continue to be disorderly you 
are going to jail. We are going to 
win this strike. If we are going to 
starve it will be on the picket lines 
and not in the mills.” 

He directed his efforts toward or- 
ganizing orderly picket lines. 

To Avoid Strife. 

Meanwhile, a mill official who 
asked that his name be withheld, said 
the long Labor Day layoff was decided 
upon principally because of the strike 
troubles and to avoid further dis- 
turbances. 

Pickets around the mills Jaid down 
their clubs this afternoon—most had 
been armed with homemade bludgeons 
—when Sheriff. James R. Hicks Jr. 
told them such weapons might be the 
cause of serious trouble. 

There was picketing, but little of 
aggressive nature, at Bibb mill No. 
1 today and the majority of the work- 
ers were at their places, officials re- 
ported. At Payne mill the situation 
was more tense, however, and some 
of the workers, several of them ne- 
groes, were escorted into the plant 
by officers armed with pistols and 
blackjacks. 

Arrests for Assault. 

Most of the arrests today, as pre- 
viously, were for assault and battery. 
In most instances bonds of $1,000 
were required and many of those 
held were in jail in default of bail. 

Officers tonight continued their 
watch on the mills and there were 
little groups about each, although 
authorities expressed belief that if 
any further ontbreak should come, 
it would not be before the reopening 
of the mills after Labor Day. 

The closing of the Bibb mills af- 
fects around 2,300 persons, it was 
estimated. The Willingham mill here 
so far appeared to be unaffected by 
the strike situation. The Adams- 
Swirles and the Atlantic mills had 
previously closed and picket lines 
were maintained. 


Effectiveness In Doubt. 

_ Meanwhile, it was not determined 
just how many workers would an- 
swer the strike call in Georgia. Re- 
ports from some mill centers said 
workers had voted to ignore the call 
while in others operators were quoted 
as saying they believed their employes 
would stay on the job. 

At Augusta the management of the 
Globe Mill announced its employes 
had voted 106 to 9 to ignore the call. 
The Globe was the third mill whose 
officials had announced that employes 
signified they would continue to work 
in the Augusta area. 

Griffin Mills Work. 

Six mills at Griffin, Ga., were re- 
ported operating full time and the 
Griffin News said it was learned 
authoritatively that plants there 
would not be affected by the general 
strike. The News said a check-up 
showed there had been no labor trou- 
ble arid workers “have no desire for 
a strike without exception.”
